For it was not but after much doubting, 
and long Examining, as I have faid, that 
I came my felf to be fatisfy’din this mat- 
ter: and therefore I can with the lefs difh- 
culiy allow ic tn others, I'm indeed made 
truly fenfible that Unbelief is that Sin 
which doth fo eafily Befet us: and ha-
